The 
missing counties, Wolfe, in the 
Ninth, gave Stanley a majority of 
2flo*over Morrow four years ago, 
but friends of the latter assert 
that Mr. Morrow carried Wolfe 
county Tuesday. 

Unofficials returns received at 
Republican State headquarters 
give Mr. Morrow a majority of 
40.U00. 

The nine counties heard from 
yesterday gave the following ma- 
jorities : 

Gallatin 533 for Black ; Pendle- 
foffiflk for Black; Powell, 9 for 
BlaW Elliott, 531 for Black; 
C"lajPf,500 for Morrow; Harlan, 
2,5(JO for Morrow; Leslie, 1,431 
for Morrow; McCreary, 1,500 for 
Morrow ; Whitley.

Gov. Black issued a statement 
in which he blamed the liquor in- 
terests, pro-Germans, the "Arm- 
.rong mystery," his failure to 
*c(hove certain appointees of 
Gov. Stanley and the President 
for his defeat. Regarding the lat- 
ter, he said that whether the ac- 
tion of President Wilson in writ- 
ing his coal strike letter was prp- 
•ucr or improver, it hurt his can- 
didacy. 

\ v His statement follows : 
\ To the People of Kentucky : 
The result of the election Tues- 
day is not a surprise to me. There 
are a few of whom I, at different 
times during the last few weeks, 
gave in confidence, expression of 
my apprehension. But I wish all 
to know I make no complaint. 

The chief regret I have in be- 
rffe denied election to the gover- 
norship, is that I am deprived of 
the opportunity to set on foot and 
carry out a program which would 
have set Kentucky forward to- 
ward a high achievement. Such a 
program I had carefully and de- 
liberately formed in my own 
mind, and to its accomplishment, 
1 intended to devote the best 
powers of my being. 
The result of the election is due 
'HHarge measure, as 1 sec the sit- 
uation, to these : 

First— The wet centers of the 
state voted against me because I 
am, and have been opposed to the 
Jbanuafcture and sale of intoxi- 
cating liquors for beverage pur- 
poses. The saloon keeper and his 
patron were against me because 
of my well known position on 
that question. 

Second — The pro-German was 
against me because of his hatred 
of the President and his opposi- 
tion to the President's policies, 
while I am and had been a sincere 
advocate of said policies. My 
advocacy of said policies impell- 
ed me to espouse the effort to rat- 
ify the peace treaty and League 
of Nations. I, therefore, did not

hesitate to announce my position 
on that matter. 

Third— There has been a wide- 
spread belief that I, on assuming 
the duties of the governorship 
last May, that 1 should have re- 
moved from office some of the ap- 
pointees of Governor Stanley. 
Many of my friends even clam- 
ored for such action. 

But, as to that, I am at rest 
with my conscience, for I would 
not violate either the law of my 
state or my oath of office. Under 
the law I had no right to remove 
any one except only for legal 
cause and that cause must be 
shown by prtovable evidence. I 
have tried my best during the 
campaign to make that plain to 
the people of the state. I could 
not see my way clear to act oth- 
erwise than I have acted. Had I 
otherwise acted I would have lost 
some of my own self-respect and 
my friends, who might have care- 
fully considered the matter froi 
a legal standpoint, would have 
lost more or less of .their confi- 
dence of my integrity and the 
rectitude of my conduct. 

Fourth— The Armstrong affair 
came on the eve of the election to 
do me an injury unjustly. 

Then the action of the Presi- 
dent with reference to the coal 
miners' strike, whether that ac- 
tion was proper or improper, and 
the efforts of some individuals 
unfriendly to me, to cause the 
striking miners to believe I was 
their enemy, resulted in causing 
thousands to vote against me. 
These efforts were made too soon 
before the election to allow time 
for me to remove the unjust and 
unfair imputation. 

Summing up the whole situa- 
tion briefly, it may be said that 
almost every voter who imagin- 
ed he had been wronged by some 
action of the federal or state gov- 
ernment, charged the wrong to 
the Democratic party, and the 
Democratic ticket became the 
sufferer. 

Finally, let me say, I am not an 
enemy of any laboring man or 
woman, or any person engaged in 
any legitimate enterprise. , 

If I have enemies, they may re- 
joice over the result of the elec- 
tion. But to my friends I would 
give assurance that I appreciate 
their effort in my behalf beyond 
by power to express myself.
